... Members of the town council, 
looking for an answer to -the prob¬ 
lem of how to improve the condit¬ 
ion of Vulcan streets, have recent¬ 
ly visited other towns where var¬ 
ious methods of surfacing for dust 
control have been tried. 

After careful study of these op¬ 
erations and taking into consider¬ 
ation the question of costs, it has 
decided that the "most practical 
method within the financial ability 
of the town is the “blotter” system, 
-wherefoy asphalt oil is applied to 
the streets with an over-coating of 
sand. This method has been used 
in High River for some years and 
lias proven very satisfactory. 

Certain difficulties have arisen 
this year which would make it im¬ 
possible to have the work done be¬ 
fore September and it has there¬ 
fore been considered advisable to 
postpone tl)is work until spring 
or early summer of 1957, when a 
more extensive program can be 
undertaken. In the meantime, mat¬ 
erials can lie stockpiled and plans 
for the work completed so that 
traffic in town will not be unduly 
inconvenienced.

Cfit those roadside weeds. Oil 
roadsides that were not sprayed 
early or not at all, it will be noted 
that a tremendous growth of weeds 
has taken place over the past few 
weeks, it may be any of a dozen 
varieties and in some case have 
reached a height of three or four 
feet. These should be cut now be¬ 
fore harvest, and you who are liv¬ 
ing next to these roads will benefit 
most when next winter comes, and 
the whole area will benefit in ap¬ 
pearances. Many farmers in the 
County have already done this job 
and anyone will agree that it is a 
worthwhile effort. If your road¬ 
sides are filled up with Brome 
grass growth, it would- be best to 
cut later in the season after growth 
has ceased unless it is possible to 
rake and put the grass up for hay. 
If this swath is left on the ground 
it is very difficult to mow if it be¬ 
comes necessary to do so again la¬ 
ter in ,the season. 

In many instances the policy of 
seeding down roadsides to grass 
is beginning to pay off in a lessen¬ 
ing of weedy growth; with ordin¬ 
ary circumstances this takes about 
three years to take place. Back- 
sloping of roads, of course, is the 
first step.

We have heard several bitter complaints recently 
about the thoughtlessness of the construction crews 
working on No. 23 highway, who detour motorists off 
the highway on to a side road but don’t bother erect¬ 
ing further signs to bring them back to the highway 
once the construction area is passed. 

While in Lethbridge at a convention last weekend 
we met motorists who, enroute from Calgary, had 
obeyed the detour sign and then found themselves ten 
miles east of the highway before they realized some¬ 
thing was wrong and stopped at a farmhouse for dir- 
ectios. They were unhappy, to say the least. 

This lack of direction signs is particularly incon¬ 
venient at night, but even in daylight a motorist un- 
famiiar with the district can end up miles out of his 
way.

In a recent news story, the Calgary Herald came 
up with one reason why there is a tie-up in movement 
of grain from the Lethbridge division of the CPR. The 
Herald says that cars are being loaded and then left 
standing at sidings for indefinite periods and unknown 
reasons, and cites a case of 150 loaded grain cars 
standing in the Aldersyde siding for several days. 

The northern portion of the province is well taken 
care of, says the Herald, but there will be a definite 
inequality of quotas in Southern Alberta by the end 
of the crop year, with the southern CPR division 
only getting one-quarter of the number of cars heeded 
per week. 

Says the Herald: "The frustrating feature of the 
whole situation is the inability by the railroad to ex¬ 
plain the stalemating of the grain cars. No one seems 
to be able to come up with a satisfactory answer to 
the delay. 

Grain companies point out that grain sales and 
demands are good. The tie-up is not at the Pacific 
terminals. It is here on our own doorsteps.”

Thistle Control 


There is no doubt about Canada 
thistle and sow thistles being among 
our most common and troublesome 
perennial weeds. They can be 
found on most farm land, and ap¬ 
pear to be increasing. No doubt 
above normal rainfall received 
during the past several years has 
been a major contributing factor 
of this increase in population. Re¬ 
gardless of the cause many farmers 
are facing a serious thistle prob¬ 
lem which is adding to farm opera¬ 
ting costs, and subtracting from 
net income. 

This problem has become severe 
enough on many farms to warrant 
a well thought out plan of action 
involving all the sides at our dis¬ 
posal. These sides may be classified 
into three categories; cultural, 
competitive crops, and the use of 
chemical. In some instances cultur¬ 
al methods cannot be used success¬ 
fully because the infested area is 
too wet. These cases are especially 
troublesome, but often can be 
taken care of during drier periods 
by cultivation and seeding down to 
grass. Reed Canary grass grows 
very well in wet areas. It is cer¬ 
tainly a valuable aid in eliminating 
the Dhistle problem in many such 
troublesome spots. If these wet 
spots are inclined to be alkali, tall 
whealgrass will do a good job. The 
possibility of using these' grasses 
should be seriously considered by 
every good farmer who is troubled 
with thistles on low-lying areas. 

Cultural methods must be thor¬ 
ough and timely. We have all 
seen too ftiany instances of severe

“Gardener’s Gold ” from Earthworms 


A little-known earthworm, 
recently imported from 
Tennessee, promises to 
the answer to many of the 
fanners’ most serious pro¬ 
blems. The “Red Wiggler”, 
smaller than the common 
earthworm produces topsoil 
over 300 times as fast. Bur¬ 
rowing a dozen feet into the 
earth, the Wiggler builds an 
inch of topsoil a year. 
Captain C. E. Misner, a 
former lake sailor, who im¬ 
ported the worm says he 
now needs no sprays or 
fertilizers on his 400-acre 
Fenwick, Onr. farm. The 
worms produce a rich, dark 
soil which he calls “Gard¬ 
ner’s Gold”. It grows hard¬ 
ier, earlier maturing plants, 
which resist disease and 
parasites. 

Worm culture first interest¬ 
ed Misner when he took 
over operation of the family 
farm on retirement; dis¬ 
covered the high cost of 
commercial fertilizers. Now 
he sells both worms and 
compost as far away as 
Australia, New Zealand and 
South America. 


Preservation of many ancient ruins has 
been credited to the common earthworm. 

, Tiny as he is, the busy fellow has changed 
the earth’s surface; undermined huge rocks 
with his excavations. Recently, he has 
sparked the “worm culture” trend—breed¬ 


ing worms to cultivate the soil. Nature’s 
original farmer, the earthworm not only 
adds lime from his own system to the 
soil, but keeps minerals and other organic 
matter near the surface where plants roots 
can utilize them.

On Wednesday afternoon around 
supper, ianother storm visited us, 
and this one brought more severe 
lightning than has been seen for 
many years. The Hugh Winch fam¬ 
ily were just finishing supper and 
watching the storm from the kit¬ 
chen window when a bolt of light¬ 
ning sent a herd of cows scattering 
and then they saw a calf had been 
struck and killed. Before they had 
time to think, a secqnd bolt hit the 
house, tripping the circuit breaker 
on the power line and burning out 
the telephone. It was later the 
following day before all the lights 
were working in the house. The 
bolt of lightning had damaged one 
of the switches in the wall. Watch¬ 
ing nature on the rampage during 
an electric storm is very interest¬ 
ing, but when'it strikes as close to 
home as the last three have done it 
isn’t so interesting.
